BeitenactedbytheLeginlatureof the State of Minnesota:

Siflcriox 1, Tliat section thirty-seven, of an act to
establish tho State land office and for other purposes,
approved March 10th, A. u. 1862, shall bo amended so
as to read as follows :

Section 37. The county attorneys of the several
counties shall promptly report to the commissioner all
trespasses committed upon any of said lauds, which may
come to their knowledge, and shall when directed by
the Attorney General, prosecute all actions for any
trespass or injury thereto, or for the recovery of pos-
session thereof or otherwise.

SEC. 2. That section thirty-eight of said act be
amended so as to read as follows :

Section 38. It shall be the duty of tho Attorney
General, whenever requested by the commissioner, to
advise with and give his opinion upon all questions of Attorney G««»I
i i« i i? t- -jj_ -i i !-• 1 •! • toglTOlegal«d-law which may bo submitted to him by said commis- vie. when req««t-
sioner, relating to the duties of liis office, and to pros- —

ecute or cause to be prosecuted by the county attorneys
whenever in his opinion the public interest shall re-
quire it, any person who may be charged •withjmy in-
dictable offence whatever under this act.
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SEO. 3. That section forty-two, of said act, be
amended so as to read as follows :

Section 42. The county auditor, on receiving any
such duplicate receipt, shall note on the back'of each,

D rf the date of receiving the same, and shall also enter in
<«iiton ' a book to be procured by him, at the expense of the

county, the amount for which each of such receipts
was given, and whether the same was for principal,
interest or penalty, or cither, specifying the amount of
each, the number of the certificate on which the same
was paid, the name of the person to whom the same
was issued, the name of the fund to which the money
belonged, and the date of each receipt; and on the
first Monday of each and every month, the said audi-
tor shall carefully enclose and forward all such dupli-
cate receipts to the commissioner of the Stntc laud of-
fice, as he shall direct.

It shall also be the duty of the auditor of the county
in which :my lands may be sold under this act, to act
as clerk of such sale, and immediately after the close
thereof, to report to the State Treasurer the number of
acres of land sold, the amount for which the same sold,
the amount of principal and interest paid, and the
amount of principal remaining unpaid, aud for each
and evciy day so engaged, the county auditor shall be
allowed the sum of three dollars, to be paid out of any
appropriation for the appraisal aud sale of such lands.

SEC. 4. That section forty-five of said act beamend-
ded so as to read as follows : .t

Section 45. All moneys received by the county
treasurer under the provisions of this act, shall be held
at aU times subject to the order and direction of the
State Treasurer, for the benefit of the funds to which

,iuni to report so- such moneys respectively belong; and on the first day
SaSSSSon of August in each year, and at such other times as he

may be requested so to do by the State Treasurer,
each county treasurer shall pay over to the said State
Treasurer all moneys he may have received on account
of such funds.

And on the 30th day of November in each year, he
shall report to the Superintendent of Public Instruc-
tion the amount of moneys so received during the year,
next preceding, and to what fund the same belongs.

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SEO. 5. That section forty-seven of said act be
amended so as to read as follows:

Section 47. Before any sale at auction shall be al-
lowed of uny of the lauds mentioned in this act, the
commissioner of the land office shall cause notice of puWj(.mt,OIl of „,,
the time and place of such sale to be published in one u« <**•!» orund>
or more newspapers before said sale, and in one news-
paper in each county in which such lauds arc to be
sold: Provided, That if there is no newspaper pub-
lished in the county, the same shall be published in
some newspaper printed in the State, having general
circulation iu such county, for six successive weeks be-
fore said sale, and said notice shall describe the lands
by their legal sub-divisions, and by said description
shall they be sold : Provided, That the price paid for
such publication shall not be greater than ten cents for
each description for the whole time of publication.

SEC. 6. That section fifty-three of said act be
amended so as to read as follows :

Section 53. All moneys received from the sale of
auy of the lands mentioned in this act, or interest ac-
cruing from such sale, shall be paid into the State Mo
Treasury, and the purchase money so received, maybe ̂
invested in Minnesota bonds, (railroad bonds always >»«>*•-*»» °r

, , . • TT -j. i Ctj. j. t 1 T- • A. 1 BtmteAuditorexccpted,) or in United States bonds, bearing not less
than six per cent, interest, and the Governor, Treasur-
er and State Auditor are hereby constituted a board of
commissioners to invest |aid funds; and it shall be the
duty of the State Treasurer, to place to the credit of
the respective funds, when received, the interest so ac-
cruing in said loan, and pay over the same as directed
by law. The bonds purchased in accordance with this
section, shall not be transferable, except upon the or-
der of the Governor, and on such bonds shall bo writ-
ten "Minnesota School Fund Bond, transferable only
upon the order of the Governor."

And it shall be the duty of the State Auditor to keep
a record of such bonds, stating the name of stock,
when issued, when redeemable, rate of interest, when •
and where payable, number and amount of bond, by
whom executed, when purchased, when withdrawn, and
for what purpose, to credit the State Treasurer for such
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bonds when purchased, and charge the same to the
proper fund.

SEC. 7.. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.

The support, maintenance jintl relief
of all poor persons, in the several counties of this
State, supported or relieved at public expense, after
^^ passage of this act, shall be a county charge, and
